Thief Turns Residence of 
namite Prosecutor U pside 
sted Search for Evidence—

Blood Found Everywhere

A for valuable papers and evidence 
in the dynamiting investigation, in- 
vaded the home of Oscar Lawler, spe- 
cial government prosecutor, at No. 
646 South New Ham ire avenue, 
ransacked it thoroughly, and . was 
frightened away when the flash of his 
dark lantern awakeped Miss Hattie 
Lawler. Her screams aroused the 
household, but the burglar got away. 
Bloodstains on the sidewalk and 
upon the doorsteps of the Lawler 
dwelling showed that the/man had 
been injured in beforé he 
tried to get into the~home. 
a window screen in the rear of the 


the family, and made a search of all 
the rooms before he was frightened 
away. 

That the burglar did not enter with 
the intention of stealing. the family 
silver and jewelry is evident to the 
detectives who investigated the ease. 
Silver piate, much of it of great val- 
ue, Was scattered in prafusion about 
the dining-room, but hd passed this 
It wasn't what he wanted. 

The police have been quietly inves- 
tigating the burgtary, and owing to its 
mysterious aspect, have kept their in- 
vestigation secret. They found that 
the thief had spent most of his time 
in searching through Lawler’s den and 
that, judging from his work, he had 
evidently been in search of certain pa- 
pers, the existence of which he seems 
to have been fully aware of. Books 
and papers in the special prosecutor's 
den were scattered, and the drawers 
of tables emptied of their contents In 
the hurried search that the intruder 
made, 

shortiy after 2 a.m. several days. 
ago. The Lawlers employ a private 
ing. The Lawlere eniploy a private 
watchman who makes the rounds of 
the premises every hour, but the 
watchman heard no suspicious noises 
during the night. and did not know 
of the matter until after the intruder 
had escaped. Evidently the burglar 
knew the exact hour of the bingy oe 
man’s visits and timed his own - 
cordingly. 

MANY BLOODSTAINS. 

At the foot of the window the bur- 
glar pried open were a number 
of bloodstaina. Drops of blood 
showed on the cement sidewalk and 
on the porch. The blood must have 
come from a wound that was flowing 
freely, . 
previous to the burglary the man had 

in a fight with a companion 

ane had been hurt. There is noth- 

ing to show that he was injured in 

any way While trying to break into 
the Lawler home. 

The residence stands in the middle 
of a block, and on each side of it are 
neighbors. When the burglar got in- 
side he drew the shades in every 
room downstairs so that the light of 
his dark lantern and matches would 
not be seen. . 

When he seatfched the upper floor 
and sleeping rooms he found a col- 
lection of coins belonging to Charles 
Lawler, the young son of the special 
prosecutor. These consisted of Mexi- 
ean silver pieces and money of va- 
rious countries, and the thief could 
not resist the temptation to put them 
in his pocket. 

OUT BY FRONT DOOR. 

Miss Lawler, who is a sister of 
the special prosecutor, was ewak-. 
ened by the flash of the burglar’s 
lantern in her room. She screamed 
and the man ran down stairs and 
out the front door. He had unlocked 
the door and left ft open to facilitate 
his escape. 

As soon as the police began an in- 
vestigation of the mysterious bur- 
giary, they came to the conclusion 
that some one, evidently an expert 
criminal, had been hired to do the 
job with the supposed object of get- 
ting any papers relating to the dyna- 
miting investigation that might be 
found. Lawler’s handling of the 
Federal dynamiting inquiry here, 
which resulted in the indictment of 
Tveitmoe, Johannsen, Clancy and 
Munsey, has led to the belief that 
he has important evidence in his 
possession which will be used here 
and in Indianapolis in the prosecu- 
tion of those who may be taken in 
the net that the government has 
spread in the huge dynamiting con- 
spiracy. 

Lawler is now in Indianapolis 
helping United States District At- 
torney Miller with the government 
investigation there. When he left 
this city he carried with him a suit 
case and a valise full of important 
papers relating to the conspiracy.

In explaining the girl's death, Dr. 
Beatty said last night that death had 
been caused by an abnormal develop- 
ment of the thymus gland in the 
throat, which acted as a deterrent of 
the function of respiration. 

This condition w shown in the 

-mortem examin@tion and accord- 
ng to Dr: Campbell indicated that 
the child was abnormally sensitive to 
the influence of anaesthetics and had 
died before she had received more 
than a few whiffs of the poison. { 

Dr. Beatty asserted that the death 
of his patient was the first of its kind 
that had come to his notice in thir- 
teen years experience and that he 
was influenced to deny all knowledge 
of the case by the advice of older 
doctors. 

“IT am doing a large office practice’ 
and an accident of this kind is likely 
to prove deterimental to my interests,” 
he said. “Although I at first denied 
my gyre with the case I am now 

to admit that the operation was 
to have been performed under my 
direction. It was an accident and 
could not be helped.” 

On account of the showing made 
by the post-mortem examination the 
Coroner has decidéd “not to hold an 
inquest unless the mother of the child 
insists that this action be taken.

The W oolwine Property Pur- 


chased by Board. 


It Will Be Developed Along 
Unique Lines. 


The Board of Education yesterday 
closed a long and bitter contest over 
the selection of a site for the new 
High School in Eagt Los Angeles by 
purchasing the magnificent W. D. 
Woolwine property at the corner of 
North Broadway and Prichard street, 
and the city today finds itself in 
possession of one of the most beau- 
tiful spots for a public school that 
could be concefved. After mahy 
seances and numerous tribulations, 
the ground was purchased yesterday 
for a consideration of $55,000. It 
consists of ten acres, bordering on 
the two streets named, and hasa high 
hill in the center, planted to shrub- 
bery. The whole property contains a 
splendid growth of trees, flowers and 
shrubs, and has two handsome en- 
trances and driveways. It contains a 


construction, which will be  trans- 
formed into the Department of Eco- 
nomics. This house stands on a bench 
at the foot of the highest portion of 
the hill, and near it, on practically 
the same level, is a spot, now occupied 
by a tennis court, summer house and 
shrubbery, upon which it is proposed 
to erect the main high scha®l build- 
ing. At the upper entrance Broad- 
way there is a neat, modern bunga- 
low, now occupied by the gardener, 
which will be the home of the janitor 
of the school. Fronting on Broadway 
and lying between the street and the 
proposed building, is a natural am- 
phitheater, that will make the school 
unique among the high schools not
